St. Lawrence 
River Project 
Urged in Talk 


WASHINGTON. Wl—Abraham 
Sobel, 23, of Boston, who saw 
service in the Spanish civil war, 
told the house committee investi¬ 
gating un-American activities to¬ 
day that between 1600 and 1700 
American boys were “virtual pris¬ 
oners” in armies in that country. 

"If those boys were allowed to 
return to the United States, would 
they come back?” Chairman Dies 
asked. 

"Every one of them,” Sobel re¬ 
plied. 

“Are they prisoners over there?" 

“Virtually prisoners." 

USE RED SALUTE 

Representative Mason (R., ni.), 
a committee member, asked 

whether those boys would make 

good American citizcn.s if they re¬ 
turned. 

“I would say 999 out of every 
1000 of them,” Sobel answered. 

Sobel, a law student, told how 
Communists approved the list of 
Americans who went to Spain to 
serve the loyalist cause. He also 
related how he had to salute the 
Spanish flag, and demonstrated 

the communist salute. 

“The Communist party and its 
affiliates were largely responsible 
for the American boys going 

over,” Sobel said. 

E.SCAPES TO SPAIN 

Because, he said, ne was “rather 
independent” In Spain, and “did 
not believe in the party lines," 
Sobel said he was thrown in Jail 
at Tervel and, for punishment, 
forced to go to the front as a ma¬ 
chine gunner. 

He said he had been founded at 
Brunete, and spent .some time in 
a hospital at Matoro. With other 
patients, Sobel said he escaped 
into France after a difficult trip 
over the Pyrenees, part of which 
he made barefooted. 

The witness related that he 
stowed away aboard the liner 
George Washington, with the aid 
of longshoremen, for his trip back 
to the United States. 

SHIP TORPEDOED 

He said he had been wounded at 
th<S loyalists at the Ukrainians 
Workers’ club, on Causeway street, 
Boston, and obtained his passport 
after being instructed by the re¬ 
cruiting agent to tell officials he 
would not go to Spain. 

“My story was that I was going 
to Australia,” he said. 

After a description of his move¬ 
ments prior to sailing for Spain, 
Sobel testified that the ship on 
which he sailed from Marseilles, 
France, for Spain, was torpedoed 
off the coast of the latter country. 

He escaped, he said, by swim¬ 
ming to a seaplane which had 
been convoying the .^hip, but .said 
158 of the pa.s.sengers and crew 
perished. 

COMRADES ROB HIM 

Chairman Dies (D Tex.) read 
into the record a letter the witness 
had written from Paris, telling his 
family of his experiences, in which 
Sobel said he had had “some very 
foolish ideas about Communism” 
before he left the United States.

By the Associated Press 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
served notice to the world today 
that “the people of the United 
States will not stand Idly by if 
Dominion of Canadian soil is 
threatened by any other empire" 
than the British. 

Prime Minister MacKenzie King 
of Canada replied: “I think I 
speak the minds of both countries 
when I say that not only are we 
determined to preserve the neigh¬ 
borly relations and the free ways 
of life which are our priceless 
heritage, but that we earnestly 
__ I wish to see them become a part 
‘not ' of the common heritage of man- 
' kind.” 

The President’s declaration was 
made in Kingston, Ontario: the 
prime minister’s a few hours later 
at the dedication of a new inter¬ 
national bridge across the St. 
Lawrence river, linking Ivy Lea, 
Ont., with Collings Landing, N. Y. 

In Washington, state depart¬ 
ment officials Immediately in¬ 
terpreted the President’s declara¬ 
tion as an extension of the Mon¬ 
roe Doctrine to Canada. 

Authoritative sources in London* 
said they welcomed his expression 
as a "further evidence of the Pres¬ 
ident’s sincere desire to use the 
moral force of the United States 
for peace.” 

French officials expressed 
“great pleasure” at Mr. Roose¬ 
velt’s address, citing it as proof

OP)—President Roosevelt made a :

KINGSTON, Ont. tP)—Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt said today that cit¬ 
izens of the United States “will 
not stand Idly by” If Canada Is 
threatened by foreign aggression. 

The President made this frank 
foreign policy statement In an ad¬ 
dress in the open-air stadium of 
Queens university here. 

Beside him were Premier Mac¬ 
Kenzie King of Canada and Lieut. 
Gov. Albert Matthews of Ontario. 
APPLAUSE FOLIOWS 
Mr. Roosevelt repeatedly em¬ 
phasized that a strong bond of 
friendship exists between Canada 
and the United States. 

‘“rhe Dominion of Canada, is 
part of the sisterhood of the Brit¬ 
ish empire,” the American execu¬ 
tive said. “I give to you assur¬ 
ance that the people of the Uni¬ 
ted States will not stand idly by 
if domination of Canadian soli 
Is threatened by any other em¬ 
pire.” 

The President was warmly ap¬ 
plauded when he moved to the 
speaker’s stand in the grassy sta¬ 
dium. America nand British flags 
waved In a cooling breeze. 

NO SECRET DIPLOMACY 
The President was met at the 
Kingston station by Premier King 
and other Canadian officials. 

“We as good neighbors are true 
friends,” the President told his 
applauding audience, “because we 
refuse to acceut the twists of se¬ 
cret diplomacy, because we settle 
our disputes by consultation and 
becaunse we discuss our common 
problems in the spirit of the com¬ 
mon good.”

No definite agreement on arbi¬ 
tration was reached, with the 
growers scheduled to take infor¬ 
mation back to their organization 
for a recommendation on future 
action.

“On Tuesday I was interviewed' 
by Lucio, a local Mexican labor 
leader. Lucio was accompanied by 
Attorney Marcus, who defended 
the Mexicans accused of rioting In 
the 1936 picking strike, and by a 
Mexican vice-consul from Los An¬ 
geles. ’They demanded, among 
other things, that I prevent 'scabs’ 
from working in the fields around 
Costa Mesa.

MOSCOW. (A*)—Airmen of So¬ 
viet Russia today staged a thrill¬ 
ing three-hour spectacle in cele¬ 
bration of the Soviet “aviation 
day,” holding spellbound a gather¬ 
ing of several hundred thousands 
which included Colonel and Mrs. 
Charles A. Lindbergh. 

The American flying couple, who 
arrived yesterday from Warsaw, 
were seated with high Soviet offi¬ 
cials at some distance from other 
foreigners, diplomats and corre¬ 
spondents. 

The program began with the 
ascension of a gigantic portrait of 
Joseph Stalin lifted by a globe- 
shaped balloon on which was paint¬ 
ed a map of the world. 


SHANGHAI. (Ab — Lo Liang- 
Kwei, superintendent of the Chi¬ 
nese section of the International 
Settlement police, was shot dead 
by three assailants as he got out 
of his car in front of the Central 
hotel in the crowded heart of the 
city today. 

His chauffeur also was wound¬ 
ed. The assassins escaped. 

Colonel Kusomoto, chief of the 
Japanese army’s special service 
section, meanwhile, called on Col.

NEW YORK. (A>)—The name of 
a New York City magistrate, 
now dead, who was listed by Dist. 
Atty. Thomas E. Dewey as hav¬ 
ing been "intimidated, influenced 
or bribed’’ in connection with the 
multi-million dollar Harlem policy 
racket, was injected today into 
the conspiracy trial of James J. 
(Jimmy) Hines, Tammany politi¬ 
cal chieftain. 

Six-year-old records of a hear¬ 
ing before the magistrate, Francis 
Erwin, were introduced to show 
that Erwin peremptorily dis¬ 
charged a group of 42 prisoners 
captured in a raid on a Harlem 
policy “bank’’ conducted by "Joe 
Joe” Ison and his brother, Masjo 
or "Little Joe.” 

Magistrate Erwin himself con¬ 
ducted the examination of the ar¬ 
resting officers, it was shown, 
leaving J. Richard "Dixie” Davis, 
—the “kid mouthpiece” of the no¬ 
torious Dutch Schultz mob, who 
defended them—in a silent role. 

The records disclosed that Mag¬ 
istrate Erwin—one of three city 
officials named by Dewey as having 
been "fixed” by Hines—dismissed 
charges after learning that none 
of the arresting officers had seen 
the defendants’ hands actually 
touching the policy slips, heaped 
on a table in front of them when 
the raiders broke in. 

Evidence at the hearing, seized 
by the ■ raiding officers, included 
three mail sacks and a valise 
filled with policy slips, aa well 
as policy bank tabulating ma¬ 
chines. 

One of the defendants at the 
hearing, Wilfred Brunder, 43, a 
West Indies negro, state witness 
in the current trial, said that aft¬ 
er Magistrate Erwin discharged 
them, "we went right back to the 
same work”—operating the policy 
"bank.” 

Earlier, Brunder, a one-time 
$l,000,000-a-year policy banker, 
told the Hines’ jury how his part¬ 
ner, Fred McLaughlin, was threat¬ 
ened with death by a carload of 
Schultz's mobsters when he re¬ 
fused to turn over his small in¬ 
dependent policy business to the 
Schultz combine. 

“I was cutting the racket,” 
Brunder said, "and I told the mob 
that what was left belonged to 
Fred McLaughlin. 

"We were coming out of a shop 
when a car rolls up with Abe Lan¬ 
dau, Louis Schneck and Little 
Abie,” he said, referring to 
Schultz gangsters. 

He said Abe Landau, also 
known as "Abe the Killer,” asked 
him to “step aside a few feet” 
—away from McLaughlin—and

“Water is the most Important 
and vital thing in the world and 
is especially so in the southern 
portion of California,” so stated 
Congressman Harry R. Sheppard 
Tupesday night when he addressed 
members of the local 20-30 club 
in Danlger’s cafe.

He 
pointed out the necessity of such 
a commission when he revealed it 
is of a more state-wide concern 
and one which should be handled 
by county and state people. 

President Wylie Carlyle intro- 
uced Congressman Sheppard. Post¬ 
master Frank Harwood was also 
a special guest at the meeting.

FRESNO. (jP)—C ongressman B. 
W. Gearhart today announced 
plans for introducing at the next 
session of congress a bill author¬ 
izing the expenditure of $110,000,- 
000 for research work in finding 
new uses for farm products. 

His announcement followed the 
action of Secretary of Agriculture 
Henry Wallace in designating four 
major farm producing areas in 
which research laboratories will 
be established. 

Wallace said the 1938 farm act 
authorized the establishment of 
the laboratories and that $4,000,- 
000 has been made available for 
constructions and for research 
work. 

“The $4,000,000 wouldn’t begin 
to do the work needed in this 
research program,” said Gearhart. 
“As a matter of fact, though this

’The planetarium’s prophet- 
search will take an official tomor¬ 
row to Freeport, L. I., where 
dwells “Apostle of Doom” Robert 
Reidt, waiting impatiently for a 
judgment day 13 years overdue— 
according to Reidt’s calculations. 

This pale pessimist predicted 
the world would come to an end 
at midnight, Feb. 6, 1925. Two 
persons committed suicide to es¬ 
cape the horror of it all. When 
Reidt’s prophecy blew up instead 
of the earth, he blamed photog¬ 
rapher’s flashlights. 


The planetarium also seeks Prof. 
Albert Porta of San Francisco 
who sent the nation’s church at¬ 
tendance soaring when he set Dec. 
17, 1919, for the calamity to end 
all calamities. 

Superstitious persons fasted, 
and several Oklahoma miners re¬ 
fused to enter their pits while 
there was a chance that the earth 
would crumble. A train whistle 
stuck in Indianapolis and believers 
in the professor’s theory thought 
it was Gabriel’s trumpet. 

Wilbur Glenn Voliva of Zion, 
Ill., most renowed of the prophets 
of destruction, is Invited, too. 
Voliva, it may be remembered, pre¬ 
dicted seven years ago that the 
world “will go ‘boom,’ like a fire¬ 
cracker” on Sept. 10, 1934. He 
corrected himself on Sept. 11, 
1934, and postponed the awful 
event to Sept. 10, 1942. (How’s 
your life in-surance?) 

Others who have predicted the 
early demise of mother earth or 
arrival of the reckoning hour, and 
whom the planetarium wants at 
its show, are Leo J. Spangler, 
York, Pa.; Mrs. Margaret A. Row¬ 
an, Hollywood; Frank Philbrick, 
Me., and the Rev. Charles E. Keim 
of Philadelphia.

“Alexander’s Ragtime Band,” 
the song which Irving Berlin

My Dear Sheriff: 

For years it has been my pleasure and my duty 
to work in cooperation with the sheriffs of the various 
counties of the state and I know that through such co¬ 
operation splendid results have been achieved. In most 
instances I have found the various sheriffs not only 
willing but anxious to perform their duties under the 
law. 

Recently some inquiries have come to me relative 
to your attitude toward law enforcement and I think 
it proper that I should make known to you the answer 
that it has been my pleasure to give to such inquiries. 
That answer has been and is that I have always found 
you earnestly endeavoring to perform your duty in 
accordance with law and in harmony with your oath 
of office. You have been energetic and efficient in pre¬ 
serving the rights of persons and of property in indus¬ 
trial disputes, always maintaining an attitude of ex¬ 
treme fairness as between contending parties.

Tideland oil pools at Huntington 
Beach and Wilmington appeared 
well on the way to becoming major 
atate issues today. 

Three candidates for governor 
Issued statements, one continuing 
his demand for a thorough in¬ 
vestigation and the other two 
hurling charges at the opposition. 
18 APPLICATIONS FILED 

At the same time the United 
Land Owners association charged 
that 18 applications already have 
been filed with the U. S. govern¬ 
ment in an attempt to get in on 
the “ground floor” in drilling 
Huntington Beach tidelands if the 
Nye resolution passes. 

State Sen. Culbert Olson, oil bill 
author and candidate for governor 
on the Democratic ticket, issued a 
statement "questioning" a state¬ 
ment by Gov. Frank Merriam in 
which the governor said he had 
been ignorant of the "illegal deals” 
alleged to have been made to de¬ 
fraud the state. 

HATFIELD VS. MERRIAM 

Merriam’s finance director, Ar- 
lin E. Stockburger, reiterated his 
charges that Lieut. Gov. George 
Hatfield entered into a "political 
plot" to aid Hatfield’s candidacy 
for governor. 

Hatfield charged Merriam with 
attempting to "smother Califor¬ 
nia’s Teapot Dome,” and reiterat¬ 
ed his demand for a public investi¬ 
gation of the case of Carl B. Stur- 
zenacker, chief of the land de¬ 
partment, and A. H. Alexander, 
his subordinate, who handed in' 
their resignations when a person¬ 
nel board investigator charged 
they had conspired to file on un¬ 
claimed oil lands. 

Meanwhile the United Landown¬ 
ers, formed to fight efforts by the 
U. S. government to take over the 
tideland pools for national defense 
purposes, charged that 18 persons 
have attempted to take over the 
tideland area. 

10 SQUARE MILES 
The 18 persons, the association 
said, have filed applications with 
the department of the interior to 
take over the pool. 

Ralph F. Forch, president, said 
the area under the claims is 
roughly 10 square miles, covering 
the mouth of the Santa Ana river, 
extending almost two miles off¬ 
shore, and returning three miles 
inland on what was formerly sub¬ 
merged land. 

“The.se applicants,” said Forch, 
"are endeavoring to get in on the 
ground floor, now that there is a 
possibility that the Nye re.solution 
will be revived in the next con¬ 
gress, which convenes in January, 
READY TO FIGHT 

"But they arc doomed to dis¬ 
appointment. Fir.st of all, various 
interests have already spent for¬ 
tunes to ‘develop’ this area. Sec¬ 
ondly, the association has acquired 
the best legal talent available to 
fight the attempted land grab by 
the federal government.”

One of the last frontiers of ex¬ 
ploration in the United States was 
the Everglades of Florida, a vast 
region of 4,200,000 acres, shut off 
from the outside world by an al¬ 
most Impassible barrier of saw- 
grass interwoven with wild myrtle. 

First white man to enter this

Spaniard, Escanente de Fonten- 
ada, who had been shipwrecked In 
the Straight of Florida and cap¬ 
tured by the great cacique, Calos. 

Between f'-' years 1847 and 
1900 the United States govern¬ 
ment sent out frequent expedi¬ 
tions, but none was able to gain 
access to the inner regions of the 
Everglades. 

Actually, the Evergladss is not 


a swampy region, as is generally 
believed. The Everglades con¬ 
tains much fresh water in the 
form of lakes and streams fed by 
subterranean springs. 

Malaria is almost unknown, and 
the climate is described as being 
faultless. Oddly enough, there is 
no other region in the United 
States similar in nature to Flor¬ 
ida’s Everglades.

Day

Welcome Words 

In one day’s headlines recently there appeared two 
words the world had all but forgotten: “truce” and 
“accord.” 

After apparently doing their utter best for a couple 
of weeks to start a first-class war, Russia and Japan, 
through two spokesmen, agreed to try to settle their Man- 
choukuoan boundary arguments with words instead of 
bombs and shells. 

The United States and Great Britain agreed between 
themselves to use jointly some Pacific islands which both 
want—and claim—as parts of their world-wide systems 
of skjT^’ays, as landing places on long ocean hops. The 
Stars and Stripes and the Union Jack will float over the 
islands, at least temporarily, while title to them is arbi¬ 
trated by an international commission. It may come to 
pass that the two nations will agree to “own” the islands 
jointly in perpetuity, which would be an un-heard-of 
departure from old methods and old nationalisms. 

In recent years, especially in recent months, the world 
has learned to expect in international relations an almost 
constant diet of such words as “ultimatum,” “defy,” 
“threat,” “menace.” “clash” and the like. Use of the 
almost forgotten words that lead in the direction of amity 
and understanding comes like a soft and cooling zephyr, 
refreshing and beneficent. 

Next-Door Neighbor 

America’s “good neighbor” policy, enunciated on sev¬ 
eral occasions by President Roosevelt, is being given its 
first severe test now by the Mexican government. Mexico, 
having expropriated farm lands and oil lands belonging to 
citizens of the United States, seeks to leave proper pay¬ 
ment to the vagaries and vicissitudes of an uncertain 
political “manna.” 

Without desiring to stand in the way of what Mexico’s 
current government considers social progress in that 
republic, the United States nevertheless must expect to 
have the property of its nationals paid for, if taken by 
the state, as the property of Mexican citizens would be 
paid for if seized in this country as a part of any govern¬ 
mental project or policy. 

Unless the Mexican government can be converted to 
the fairness of this view, a precedent may be set which 
would permit properties of Americans to be seized and 
confiscated in any land in any part of the world. 

The situation in Mexico is serious enough so that a 
special “good neighbor” mission should be sent across 
the Rio Grande to present the views of this nation to 
Mexico’s executives in the most understandable and at 
the same time the firmest of terms. 


Down With Plagues 


Canada and the United States—good neighbors—are 
joining hands to combat a common enemy which has 
challenged both nations often in recent years. The com¬ 
mon enemy is insects—grasshoppers, mormon crickets 
and others—which prey on crops and do immeasurable 
damage almost every year. 

'This year Saskatchewan, in Canada, has suffered, and 
Colorado, in the United States. Other states and prov¬ 
inces have had visitations less severe. 

The two grekt North American nations are not satis¬ 
fied to call the hordes of devastating invaders “a scourge 
of Providence,” but are i^ V gue to combat the invasions 
with every known scientific method, and to develop other 
methods until the plague is under complete control. 

Lands that in centuries agone were fertile farming 
countries, rich with cities, succumbed, doubtless, to the 
insect plagues and other plagues. Modem mankind is 

determined to make the planet safe for humanity_with 

the possible exception of mankind’s own urge to kill_ 

and Canada and the United States are preparing to pioneer 
in one vital zone. 

Judge Hot-Dog 

Whether Prof. Felix Frankfurter of Harvard—a left- 
wing liberal, by the way—ever becomes a member of the 
United States supreme court or not, serious mention of 
him for the post is in itself a commentary on the essen¬ 
tial good nature of the people of this republic. 

For where else on earth could one whose name holds 
for a people such implications of mirth and laughter 
aspire to one of the most dignified positions of trust 
within the gift of the nation? 

Felix, although a good name in itself, has been tacked 
to so many comic strip characters—Fatty Felix, Felix the 
Cat, and others—that it has come to be funny. 

And Frankfurter, as every little boy and girl knows, 
is something one puts mustard on and eats in a bun. 

So far Prof. Felix Frankfurter has been “prominently 
mentioned” for the supreme court chiefly by Sen. George 
Norris of Nebraska. This piece does not commend him 
for the post; neither does it condemn him. 

But wouldn’t it be funny if we had, some day, a 
Supreme Court Justice Frankfurter?

• NEW YORK—Maybe I shouldn't 
I take two bites of a sad oyster but 
■ I am afraid that in yesterday’s liv¬ 
ing, human document I didn’t 
touch up all the points raised by 
Senator Sherman Minton who 
holds a legal license to lie and 
slander with impunity on the floor 
of the United States senate and in 
the columns of the Congressional 
Record. For those who might in¬ 
cline to regard this as an overesti¬ 
mate of the senator’s privilege, I 
call attention to the parliamentary 
immunity enjoyed by all members 
ot both houses of congress. This is 
a legal protection against the just 
consequences of vicious and irre¬ 
sponsible defamation and the wil¬ 
ful misrepresentation of the known 
truth. It is a blackjack placed in 
the hands of anyone who comes to 
the hall of Capitol hill through the 
byways of county and state poli¬ 
tics. 

It is also a means of blackmail, 
for a senator may use his immun¬ 
ity to persecute any individual or 
any interest having the ill judg¬ 
ment or civic fortitude to refuse fi¬ 
nancial tribute to the senator’s po¬ 
litical boss back home, or to op¬ 
pose any proposal, however foul, 
advanced by any senator, however 
low. Conferred originally in the 
interests of freedom of debate on 
the wistful assumption that patri¬ 
ot-statesmen would not debase it, 
the immunity has been used as the 
shield of the liar and the refuge of 
the coward. And the Congres¬ 
sional Record has potentialities, al¬ 
ready well explored, far beyond the 
audacity of the most brazen black¬ 
mailer of the lay press. 

Colleagues Defeated Bill 

Senator Minton, regularly licens¬ 
ed to lie and slander, has been at¬ 
tacking the veracity of the press in 
pursuit of his proposal to muzzle 
the papers in retaliation for their 
opposition to the reorganization 
bill. This bill was defeated by a 
vote of his colleagues by demo¬ 
cratic process, and not by the 
press, so the senator’s wrath would 
seem to have chosen the wrong 
victim. His proposal was what 
legislators and lobbyists call a 
strike bill. A strike bill is a bill 
offered in the guise of sincerity to 
harm a person or interest against 
whom the author holds a feud. 
Senator Minton’s insincerity was 
admitted when he conceded he had 
offered his censorship proposal 
merely for mpral effect. It was, in 
general effect, a warning that the 
American press, in opposing New 
Deal measures under debate in 
congress, exposed itself to a risk 
of censorship by the New Deal. 

He made the propositibn that the 
free press privilege implies an ob¬ 
ligation to avoid wilful untruth. I 
will take him up on that with the 
proviso that the right of free 
speech lays a similar obligation on 
senators as well as minor cam¬ 
paign orators and the clergy. 

Hard To Recognize Lie 

“I didn’t want to muzzle the 
press,” Senator Minton said in a 
speech last Saturday. ‘‘l just want¬ 
ed to muzzle the liars who knew 
they were lying.” 

It is sometimes hard to recog¬ 
nize a lie and to prove wilfulness 
but, up to a certain point, lying and 
slander are punishable even now, 
except in the exclusive, privileged 
company which Senator Minton 
adorns with his learning and his 
conscience. The publisher may be 
sued or prosecuted for libel. And, 
theoretically, the political wind¬ 
jammer on the stump and the 
rogue preacher, spattering sweat 
and venom from his pulpit, as hap¬ 
pened in 1936, may be held legally 
accountable for slanderous re¬ 
marks. 

Yet, if Minton’s proposal were 
extended to speech, he would stifle 
controversy outside the legislative 
halls and forbid the propagation of 
religious faith by the preaching of 
divine, but not legally provable 
mysteries. Some authority would 
have to decide which party to a po¬ 
litical debate was wrong and there¬ 
fore guilty of untruth. And no 
fundamentalist would be safe in 
the open propagation of his belief. 

'Lost Eden' Yields 
Ferns Like America's 

BALTIMORE — (By Science 
Service) — Ferns and trees of a 
“Lost Eden” in South America, 
studied by Prof. Bklward W. Berry 
of the Johns Hopkins university, 
have yielded a list of 92 species 
hitherto unknown to science, he 
has reported to the Geological 
Society of America. The plant re¬ 
mains were found buried in vol¬ 
canic ash in the province r^ Pata¬ 
gonia, Argentina, where they were 
overwhelmed by tremendous erup¬ 
tions dated by Prof. Berry as dur¬ 
ing Miocene times, between 20 and 
25 million years ago. 

Whole plants, twigs, and scores 
of leaf specimens were carefully 
dug out and examined by Prof. 
Berry. Large fern plants, closely 
related to the ferns of North 
America, were unearthed, and also 
twigs and leaves of the ginkgo, or 
maidenhair tree, which survives 
today only as a carefully guarded 
sacred tree of temple enclosures 
in China and Japan. 

In general, the new-found fossil I 
flora is strikingly American. Four¬ 
teen of the genera are known only 
from South America, while 26 are 
confined to the western hemisphere 
and are nearly all equatorial 
American.

World's Longest Line 
For Phones, Telegrams 

MOSCOW — (By Science Serv¬ 
ice)—The world’s longest direct 
telephone and telegraph line, to 
link Moscow with strategic Kha¬ 
barovsk in far-off eastern Siberia 
is now being built by the people’s 
commissariat of Communications, 
Tass, Soviet telegraphic agency, re¬ 
ports here.
